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[DAIRY COST 
PROCEDURE 
ANNOUNCED 


| The California department of 
agriculture announced this week 
that the Bureau of Milk Control is 
putting into effect a standard cost 
procedure for the determination of 
production costs of fluid milk and 
manufacturing milk in Northern 
and Central California milk pro- 
j duction areas. The bureau is now 
studying the feasibility of extend- 
ing this method to cover Southern 
California. 

The production cost data de- 
veloped by the bureau are one of 
the important factors taken into 
consideration in the establishment 
of minimum prices to be paid by 


milk. The standard cost procedure 
now being placed into effect com- 
plies with the standards of the 
Milk Control law, as did the meth- 
;ods previously followed. 

Department spokesmen say that 
this method, which has been under 
development by the Bureau for 
;Some time, has the definite advan- 
tage that production costs can be 
jcalculated currently. In a report 
of December 17, 1954, to the Joint 
Interim committee of the Legisla- 
ture on Agriculture and Livestock 
problems, economists of the Gian- 
nini Foundation of Agricultural 
Economics recommended the adop- 
tion of a method of this type. 

The standard cost method in- 
cludes all production cost items 
which can be calculated for each 
production area for any given 
time. The method requires con- 
stant checking in the field by the 
bureau to obtain current informa- 
tion directly from producers and 
feed dealers with regard to all cost 
items. This standard procedure 
also provides an index which, it 
is expected by the bureau, will ac- 
curately show current changes in

Next week will open the trout 
season for hundreds of valley an- 
glers when it will become legal 
on April 1 to take trout from the 
Isabella reservoir on the Kern 
river, Pine Flat reservoir on the 
Kings and Bass lake in Madera 
county. 

Isabella is expected to produce 
some excellent trout fishing but 
Pine Flat and Bass lake are prob- 
lematical. The Kern river man 
made lake has been heavily stocked 
with catchable size trout in the 


ee ee 


past whereas the other two bodies 
of water have not except for a 
brood stock planting of less than a 
thousana rainbow and browns in 
Bass lake. 

The Kings river proper above 
the reservoir has been well stocked 
with catchable rainbow and there 
is a natural reproduction of 
browns and small mouth black 
bass so the drift into the lake is 
anybody’s guess. 

Many game law violation ar- 
rests will be made of the fisher- 
men who will find the temptation 
too great not to move up or down 
stream from Isabella or Pine Flat. 
Sportsmen are reminded that it 
will be only the lake water proper 
that will open to trout fishing 
April 1, the rivers flowing into 
and out of not being legally fish- 
able for any species of fish until 
April 30. 

Other violations will include 
those who are in the habit of 
chumming, scattering cans of sal- 
mon eggs in the water to attract 
fish. This practice becomes  il- 
legal statewide on April Fool’s 
day. Live minnow fishing in Isa- 
bella, Pine Flat or Bass lake will 
be prohibited under the regulation

(Continued from Last Week) 


The second period of the history 
of this block on the west side of 
Main Street between Mill and Oak 
began when, with the coming of 
the Southern Pacific railroad in 
1888, Porter: Putnam decided to 
erect Porterville’s largest business 
building, still itself a landmark. 
So he moved his residence up on 
the southeast corner of Mill and 
Third, and, on its vacant site, be- 
gan the present Price-Hodgson 
building, but died October 21, 
1889, before it was finished. 

Porter Putnam’s 
business ability had weathered 
several crises during his 30 years 
in-Pulare county; and had he lived 
this would have been a prosperous 
venture. As it was, his heirs dis- 
posed of this building in 1896 to 
Adam Grant, who in turn in 1898 
sold it to Fred Ackerman and C. 
Sturm. In 1905 Thos. L. Price, re- 
cently from North Dakota, bought 
it from Ackerman; and the Prices 
in 1949 sold it to the Hodgson 
Brothers (Harl, Virgil, and Ar- 
thur — sons of Richard Hodgson, 
a carpenter and contractor, who 
brought his family to Porterville 
in 1911). 


The hall in an upper story of 
this building was sometimes called 
Ackerman hall and was used for 
lodges and entertainments. (There 
are records of leasés given. by 
Frank O. Putnam in August, 1893, 
jfor five years to these trustees of 
the following Porterville lodges: 
P. F. Chapin, D, N. Ellis, and John 
Hilton, Jr. of Lodge No. 93, K. and 
S; S. G. George, Beach White, and 
E. W. Beebe of Lodge No. 359, 
I.0.0.F.; and A. G, Schulz, E. W. 
Beebe and J. B. Hockett of Lodge 
No. 303, F and A. M.) There were 
also rooms used by professional 
men. 

Other happenings that caused 
a second period in the history of 
this block wére two disastrous sep- 
arate fires in 1897 that swept off 
the wooden buildings; leaving only 
the Putnam brick building un- 
touched. On the site of the. two- 
story (A.0O.U.W. hall) building 
that Porter Putnam had erected in 
the 1870’s (probably), a two-story 
brick building was now erected, 
possibly by Henry Traeger (as he 
jowned this newly-built structure 
when the J. Will Burfords came to 
Portefville and opened a general 
merchandise store in it about 
1898). 

The Traeger family lived in the 
upstairs part for awhile; and in 
the early 1900’s Henry Traeger 
had his furniture store there, Far- 
ther south, Wilko Mentz let the 
site of his building stand vacant 
until about 1906 or 1907, when 
he erected the three-story struc- 
ture, which, recently in 1947, was 
bought from Mrs. Mentz by the 
Jones Hardware firm. (Mr. Mentz 
at the time reopened his hardware 
store in the South Taylor building 
at, Main and Putnam.)
